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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
February 1, 1926 to February 1, 1927 


Looking back over the past five years, we can see that our 
schools are making steady and substantial progress. Our per- 
cent of attendance has gradually increased and this increase is 
due to interest on the part of the parents. It may be interest- 
ing to note that during last year when we made our best at- 
tendance record, the expenditure for services of the truant office 
was $4.00. 

Another evidence of progress is our longer school year. In 
eleven cities and towns of New Hampshire the schools were in 
session 860 or more half days during the school year, ending 
June 80, 1926. Among these towns we find Pittsburg, Stewarts- 
town and Clarksville. 

The following table shows our record since 1922:

The number of pupils not absent or tardy for the year varies 
considerably. In 1922 it was 1; in 1928, 2; in 1924, 12; 1925, 5; 
and in 1926, 19. 

The rapid improvement in our high school is well worth 
noticing. In 1921 is was first approved as a four year school 
and in 1926 it is an approved six-year school. Standards are 
being met in all subjects, the school spirit is excellent, and the 
work thoroughly efficient. 

The pupils of grades seven and eight have made good progress 
and we feel that they are greatly benefited because of the de- 
partmental work and the opportunity to use the high school 
equipment. 

It is said that schools cost a great deal more than they did 
twenty years ago. Of course they do. So does food, clothing, 
travel and every necessity of life. Education costs more than 
it did twenty years ago but our boys and girls have a right to 
expect that we will give them at least a fighting chance for 
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success in the world. An education which would meet the con- 
ditions of 1900 is far from adequate for 1927. Progress has 
been so rapid during that time that our minds can scarcely grasp 
the change. We must adjust ourselves to modern conditions 
and education must keep pace with the times. 

During the past year some of our seniors have served as sub- 
stitute teachers in the grades and have done the work very 
efficiently. This is evidence of good high school training..
